BRITAIN IS FULL UP and our 
welfare purse is empty. That’s the 
truth! As New Labour prepares to 
force local communities all over 
Britain to take ‘their share’ of bogus 
asylum-seekers, the Liverpool Echo 


summed it all up. 

On December 15th, the paper ran two 
stories on the same page. The first: 
‘Rocket Over the Homeless’, revealed 
that Liverpool has at least thirty people 
sleeping rough on its streets every night. 
‘the second, directly below it, was headed 
‘Refugees Settle In’, and covered the 
arrival of the first group of 61 asylum 
seekers who have been transferred to the 
city under the government scheme to take 
pressure off hostels in the south. 

Describing how council officials were 
looking after the 61 ‘refugees’, who 
between them speak 14 different 
languages, inthe Sefton Park area, a senior 


councillor said that a further 70 were 
expected to arrive before Christmas, with 
hundreds arriving every month after that. 

By April, councils all over Britain will 
have a legal obligation to take a quota of 
asylum seekers, and Home Secretary Jack 
Straw will have the power to force town 
halls to join the dispersal scheme. 

The impact of this on the long-suffering 
British can be gauged by the fact that it is 
estimated that the Liverpool borough of 
Knowsley alone will face a £507,000 
shortfall in Home Office funding for its 
asylum seeker burden (Liverpoo! Echo, 
30/11/99). This can only be made up by a 
big hike in council-tax, or by making even 
deeper cuts in social services. 

And the problem isn’t just affecting 
Liverpool. According to the Manchester 
Evening News (13/11/99) “Town Hall 
chiefs throughout Greater Manchester, 
Lancashire, Merseyside and Cumbria 
have spent weeks identifying suitable

properties where the refugees can be 
accommodated, and have been co- 
ordinating with other bodies on health, 
education, benefits and other issues.” 

The ‘refugees’ arriving in Greater 
Manchester come from no fewer than 17 
countries, and at least 1,500 are expected 
by the end of March. Many more will be 
forced on the North West as a whole. 
Meanwhile, it has been announced that 
Wales is to be forced to take 5,000, and 
that the North East of England faces an 
influx of a minimum of 300 asylum 
seekers a month. 

Midland cities such as Coventry have 
already become ‘home’ to large numbers 
of these newcomers, while Leicester has 
seen angry clashes between local youths 
and asylum seekers. And, according to the 
Birmingham Evening Mail (11/11/99), 
councils in the south of England have 
‘secretly’ moved hundreds of ‘refugees’ 
into Birmingham. 


“I think there are a lot more asylum 
seekers being sent up to Birmingham 
from London than we know about,” 
warned community services chairman, 
Coun. Doug McCarrick. It is estimated 
that the official number of 600 now in 
Birmingham, now costing nearly £2.2 
million, may have been doubled by the 
underhand dispersal operation. 

With record numbers of asylum seekers 
now landing every month in soft-touch 
Britain, there is no doubt that such reports 
are going to become more and more 
common in more and more local 
newspapers. No one should blame the 
asylum seekers for wanting to take 
advantage of the generosity of the British 
state. The fault lies with the politicians 
who are letting it happen. 

Quite simply, the asylum seekers will 
keep flooding in until the British people 
kick out the politicians who are letting 
them come!

South West Water, 200 jobs lost 
Anglian Water, 400 jobs 

Yorkshire Water, 500 jobs

Severn Trent Water, 1,100 jobs 


Transport & General Workers Union 
official Chris Kaufman told journalists that 
“the daily catalogue of losses is turning into 
a grotesque new form of water torture,” but 
the water industry isn’t the only sector being 
hit: Meyer International have just announced 
500 redundancies at their Jewson and 
Graham builders’ merchants chains. 

All 216 jobs at 
the Corus (the new, 
PC: 2name. -for 
British Steel) 
Steelworks at 
Shelton, Shropshire 
are to go. 

RJB Mining is to 
close Ellington 
Colliery, the last 
deep-level coal mine 
in the North East, 
this month with the 
loss of 400 jobs. 

German train 
maker Adtranz is to 
cut 260 jobs at three 
UK plants by April. 

This wave of 
redundancies only 
confirms the trend in the destruction of real, 
productive jobs which was seen in the 
second half of last year, which saw 
thousands of job losses in the textile, 
chemical, coal, electrical and dairy 
industries. 

Even higher-paid jobs in the service 
industries which are supposed to make up 
for the collapse of manufacturing are coming 
under increasing pressure as well. Barclays 
Bank has announced plans to axe 200 
branches this year, and NatWest has just 
shed 1,000 jobs, with 650 more to go by 
the end of the year. On top of this, many 
office jobs, ranging from insurance 
companies to airline ticket providers and the 
Government’s student grant administration, 
are being taken from white collar workers 
in Britain and moved to India and the Far 
East. 

A classic example of what is going on was 
provided by the sportswear firm Russell 
Europe, which sacked 350 Scottish workers 
shortly before Christmas in order to switch

National Secretary is still 
National Secretary! 
Even if the warring factions 
‘manage to patch up their 
quarrel, further divisions await UKIP 
on account of the widely different attitude 
of many of its key members on issues other 
than Europe. Some are ‘Hang ’em and 
Flog ’em’ Tories, others are pro- 
homosexual rights liberals; some are 
anti-immigration, others favour an 
‘open door’ policy; some want a tax 
and spend government, others are 
libertarians who would like to abolish the 
welfare state altogether. 
All of which means that, sooner or later (and 
probably, on present showing, 
sooner) the UK Independence 
Party will end up in the dustbin 
of history along with the Social 
Democrats, the National Front, and 
sundry other parties which showed 
brief electoral promise before 
collapsing. Which will leave the British 
ational Party to build on its position as 
the only serious party opposed to Britain being 


submerged in the undemocratic monstrosity known — 


as the European Union. In the meantime, UKIP 


members who realise that a broad popular policy 


platform is essential for success — witness the 
collapse in UKIP’s vote in the Chelsea & Kensington 
by-election — will be more than welcome in the 
British National Party.

When Asian workers at the giant 
Ford plant at Dagenham, Essex, 
claimed that they were the victims 
of ‘racism’, the story made national 
headlines and was repeatedly on 
TV and radio news as well.

Yet the same national media 
closed ranks to bring down an iron

They were swearing at me 
and I tried to stand up for myself 
because I thought they were just 
punching, but then I realised they 
were actually stabbing me. 

“T noticed the blade at the same 
time I realised I had blood on my 
hands and I knew I had to make it 
to my friend’s house to survive. 

“Somehow I managed to get up 
and run.... I could have died 
because of this attack and the next 
person might not be as lucky.” 

The injured man was later taken 
to Oldchurch Hospital where he 
was treated for severe cuts to his 
hands and wrists, the back of his 
head, a 5 in slash across his face 
and puncture wounds across his 
back. 

When so much fuss was made 
about allegations of discrimination 
and racist abuse at the Ford plant, 
why did this wicked series of racist 
attacks go unnoticed except for one 
article on the inside page of the 
local paper? 

The answer, of course, is 
because all the victims were white, 
while the race-hate gang, all aged 
about 21, were black.

She said the fight initially broke 
out between one Asian boy and one 
white boy during the school’s 
morning break, but quickly began to 
involve other pupils at the 
Shadsworth Road site. 

The police were called in after the 
fight and asked to provide a further 
presence at the end of the school day. 
Officers continued to monitor 
developments throughout the week. 

Mrs Devonport said: “There was 
an incident involving a group of 
boys but it was brought quickly 
under control. We don’t tolerate this 
sort of behaviour, but sometimes it 
is necessary to involve the police.” 

Sergeant Mark Thackeray, of 
Blackburn Police, said they were 
investigating. He said: “My 
understanding is that a fight between 
two pupils in school turned into a 
playground brawl ahd one lad ended 
up in hospital, though he wasn’t kept 
in, and another was advised to attend 
for a check-up. 

“They have had a small niggling 
problem at the school, including one 
incident with some kids before 
Christmas, which was racially 
motivated. I don’t know what the 
motivation for the latest incident was 
because we are still investigating.” 

Sergeant Anne Scott said: “A 
patrol attended the school in the 
morning to obtain details and 
inquiries commenced. We were 
made aware of ill feeling knocking 
about and asked to provide support, 
so we sent further patrols later in the 
afternoon.”

In a gallop survey last month, people were asked 
their views on the NHS. The NHS is one of those 


vital services which people know from experience 


— by visiting friends and 
relatives after an accident 
or an operation — how it 
is performing.

The findings show that 
people feel let down by

Britain: Linda Potts, awarded the 
George Medal for shielding 
children from a machete-wielding 
attacker, is still awaiting full 
compensation for her injuries — 
nearly 3 % years later. A senior 
consultant claimed that elderly 
patients are dying because of an 
unspoken policy of “involuntary 
euthanasia” designed to relieve 
pressure on the NHS. Six out of 
ten prostitutes operating in 
Britain’s inner cities are illegal 
immigrants according to reports 
being.studied by the Home Office. 
The Government is to propose 
“double decker” graves in an 
attempt to alleviate the severe 
shortage of cemetery space in 
inner city areas. More than 
400,000 migrants arrived in the 
UK last year. 

The Millennium Dome: A 
separate prayer hall for Muslims 
has been built outside the 
Millennium Dome after they 
objected to worshipping in a 
building funded by lottery money. 
The Dome’s “Faith Zone” was so 
named because its original title 
was “too Christian”. The Prime 
Minister hailed the Dome as a 
“sreat British achievement” and 
predicted “it will be the greatest 
show on earth”. In a recent MORI 
poll, 6 out of 10 people do not 
regard the Millennium Dome as an 
appropriate symbol for Britain. 

Europe: Europe’s Common 
Agricultural Policy cost British 
consumers £6.7 billion last year, 
with taxpayers footing the bill for 
a further £3.4.billion. Italian 
investigators accused Romano 
Prodi the European Commission 
President of corruption and 
negligence alleging he ‘turned a 
blind eye to Mafia activity”

NORTH EAST BNP STRIDE ON 


With large numbers of bogus asylum seekers 
already becoming noticeable in many parts of 
the North East it is perhaps no surprise that 
the BNP meeting held in Sunderland in the 
middle of January was the biggest the party 
has seen in the region for years. 

British National Party Chairman Nick 
Griffin was the main speaker 
at a meeting of more than 60 
members and supporters at 
a superb venue. The 
majority of those present 
were from Sunderland itself, 
though activists also 
travelled from South 
Shields, Newcastle, 
Middlesborough and 
Darlington. 

Mr. Griffin spoke about 
the way in which the Labour 
policy of ‘dispersing’ 
thousands of bogus asylum 
seekers means that areas such as Tyneside are 
about to feel the full force of the community- 
wrecking multi-racial ‘experiment’.

“This will, of course, be a disaster in many 
ways, but the one good thing about it is that it 
gives us a great opportunity to make the
